T in t the nationality of the 
ships was British could not be disputed, 
as in the large diplomatic decision these 
vessels were treated as such. He quoted 
records where such vessels were men­ 
tioned as being of British nationality; 
aud, taking up the release of the vessels 
in IMM), he c o n t e n d h a t they were re­ 
leased arid bonded as British vessels. 
In the dispatch Tepoiriuy the seizure of 
the Thornton, Caroline aud Onward, 
from the I’kf'CTV btry of state to the dis­ 
trict officer at Sitka, the vessel# were 
referred to as British 
vessels. 
The 
United States, he declined, made such 
seizures without the color of authority. 
Sir Charles contended that* when Mr. 
Blaine drafted the treaty of 1893 with 
England, knowing at the time

American citizens were protected by 
th* British flag, the failure on ^his part 
to urge any lack of protection of the 
flag to sealers placed the present argu­ 
ment in rather a doubtful position.

also quoted from Mr. Phelps before the 
Paris tribunal.

That country raised the question of 
nationality, claiming that if ownership 
was proved to lie with American citi­ 
zens, then the liability of the United 
Sta tes ceased.

A GREAT RIVER. 


Marco P olo’s R ep o rt Concerning th e Gi­ 
gantic Yaug-tse-Kiang. 
Noah Brooks quotes the following 
from the great Venetian traveler in his 
series of S t Nicholas papers, “ The 
True Story of Marco Polo:” 
And I assure you this river flows flo 
far and traverses so many countries and 
cities that in good sooth there pass and 
repass 011 its waters a great number of 
vessels and more wealth and merchan­ 
dise than all the rivers and all the seas 
of Christendom put together. It seems 
Indeed more liko a sea than river. Mes­ 
ser Marco Polo said that he once beheld 
at that city 15,000 vessels at one time. 
And you may judge if this city of no 
great size lias such a number, how many 
must, there be altogether, considering 
that on the banks of this river there are 
more than 16 provinces and more than 
200 great cities, besides towns and v il­ 
lages, all possessing vessels. 
Messer Marco Polo aforesaid tells us 
that he heard from the officer employed 
to collect the great khan’s duties on this 
river that there imssed up stream 200,- 
000 vessels in the year, without count­ 
ing those that passed downl Indeed, as 
it has a course of such great length and 
receives so many other navigable rivers, 
it is 110 wonder that the merchandise 
which is borne on it is of vast amount 
and value. 
And the article in largest 
quantity of all is salt, which is carried 
by this river and its branches to all the 
cities on th* ir banks and then«) to the 
other cities in the interior. 
The vessels which ply on this river 
an) decked. 
They have but one mast, 
but they are of great burthen, for I can 
assure you they carry, reckoning by our 
weight, from 4,000 to 12,000 cantors 
each. 
In going up stream they have to 
be hauled, for the current is so strong 
that they could not make head in any 
other manner. Now the tow line, which 
is some 800 paces in length, is made of 
nothing but cane. 
’Tis in this way: 
They have those great caues of which I 
told you before that they are some 15 
paces in length. 
These they take and 
split from end to end into many slender 
strips, and then they twist these strips 
together so as to make a rope of any 
length they please. 
And the ropes so 
made are stronger than if they were 
made of hemp.__

A Gomplete List oi The Graduates 
School- 
oi The Seumour Hioh 


On the east side of what is now Ewing street, between Fi'th and 
Sixth, then in the woods,Captain M. W. Shields erected in 18>3 a 
two story frame building for the purposes oi school and church. 
T his building having been destroyed by fire a larger brick struc­ 
ture took its place in 1858, 
Within a few years the rchools outgrew 
their quarters and additional rooms were rented elsewhere. 
I he 
building also became unsafe and by the grading of streets was le't 
standing upon a high bank and the matter of a new building be­ 
gan to be agitated. 
The spacious grounds of the High School were 
leased from the Shields heirs and afterwards accep’ed from them 
as a gift for school purposes. 
After Borne delays the new six room 
building was ready for occupancy late in the iall of 1809. 
In the 
winter of 1875-6 1 heBix room addition to the Shields building was 
completed and 
o p e n e d with dedicatory ceremonies. 
At intervals 
of five or six years the Laurel Street, Park, and 'I bird W ard ichool 
buildings were erected. 
Provision was early made for the colored 
children and their school oi tw o departments on Lynn Street enjoys 
equal advantages with others. 
Originally the township trustee administered the school affaire, 
being succeeded by the school board when the village was incor­ 
porated. 
Among the earliest members of the board were Rev. S. 
H, Huffman, P. L. Carter, and Aea Carter. 
In 1869 Mr. Huffman 
resigned, entered the council, and as chairman oi the committee on 
education got bonds in shape and sale effected for erecting the old 
part of the Shields building. 
The names of P. L Carter, Joseph 
Kling, and J. W. F. Gerrish appear as trustees in 1870. 
Mr. Carter 
served continuously until 1880, then again from 90 to 96. 
Others 
who have served long and conspicuously are K M. Swope, A. P. 
Charles and J. H. Andrews. 
C. C. Fr©7 of the present board is in 
his thirteenth year of continuous service. E. H. Ahlbrand, Charles 
LeiniDger, J. C. Hagerty, and H. J. Siebenbürgen served for shorter 
periods but with more or baas distinction. 
As now constituted the 
hoard includes W. P. Masters, president; J. W. Conner, secretary; 
and C. C. Frey, treasurer. 
Rev. C. T. White and a Miss Child taught for a time in the prim 
itive frame structure, then joined their lives and fortunes and went 
away as foreign missionaries. 
Dr. D .W . Flora was another who 
taught in the original building. 
Others among the early teachers 
were Messrs. McCoy, Phillips, Overmeyer, and Parsley. 
It was 
under J. C. Housekeeper, the first superintendent, that the schools 
were consolidated and reduced to graded classification in the 
Shields High School. 
His administration terminated in 1872, since 
which time the schools have been under J, W. Caldwell, W. S. 
Wood, and the present incumbent as superintendents. 
♦ 
— 
The system culminates in a flourishing high school which is an 
incentive to the grades. 
In this department also higher classes are 
a stimulus to the lower, awakening the student spirit. 
1 be con­ 
ditions are favorable to growth in mental power, breadth of view, 
aud the mastery of book«. 
The ‘‘high school is the lower col­ 
lege,’’ and to a majority of its members it is college and university.

H alifax, N. S., Sept. 9.—Sir Charles 
Hibbert Tupper continued his address 
before the Bering sea commission yes- j 
terday touching on the question of na-: 
tionalifcy. He contended that when the 
question of ownership oame up it was 
not one of domicile or of citizenship. 
He urged a national aspect for the 
claims. That the nationality of the 
ships was British could not be disputed, 
as in the large diplomatic decision these 
vessels were treated as such. He quoted 
records where such vessels were men­ 
tioned as being of British nationality; 
aud. laking up the release of the vessels 
in 1896, he oouten»D%w!iat they were re­ 
leased aud bonded ar British vessels. 
In the dispatch raporriug the seizure of 
the Thorn bm. Carotin© aud Onward, 
from the secretary’of State to the dis­ 
trict officer at Sitka, the vessels were 
referred to as British vessels. 
The 
United States, he declared, made such 
seizures without the color of authority. 
Sir Charles contended that* when Mr. 
Blaine drafted the treaty of 1893 with 
England, knowing ar the time that 
American citizens were protected by 
the British dug, the failure on ahis part 
t*> urge any lack of protection of the 
flag to sealers placed the present argu­ 
ment in rather a doubtful position. 
He 
also quoted from Mr. Phelps before the 
Paris tribunal. 
The case, he continued, was to be de­ 
cided on international law, but the 
Uuited States had departed from such 
line of argument. 
The brief of the 
United state- supported this contention. 
That country raised the question of 
nationality, claiming that if ownership 
was proved to he with American (iti- 
zens, then the liability of the United 
States ceased. 
This Sir charles disputed. 
It was 
England alone that could punish the 
owners of the v»-ssels guilty of securing 
registry by fraud. 
He cites the stand 
taken bv the Unit**d States in the case 
<5f the Yirgimi- in support of his argu­ 
ment. 
He quoted from Wharton, who 
held that an impeachment of the regis­ 
try of a United States vessel must be 
made through the United States, but 
the United States must be sole judge of 
the validity of such registration. 
Sir Chark a claimed that registration 
of a vessel was a clear certificate of the 
national character of that vessel. The 
flag, in time of peace, is also a sufficient 
indication of such character.

A GREAT RIVER. 


M areo Polo's R eport Concerning th e Gi­ 
gan tic Y aiig-tse-Iiiaug. 
Noah Brooks quotes the following 
from tile gn at Venetian traveler in hi* 
series of .St Nicholas papers, “ The 
True Story of Marco Polo:" 
And I assure you this river flows so 
far aud traverses so many countries and 
cities that in good sam itll there pass and 
repass on its waters a great number of 
vessels and more wealth and merchan­ 
dise than all the rivers and all the seas 
of Christendom put together. It seems 
indeed more like a sea than river. Mea 
aer Marco Polo said that he once beheld 
at that city 16,000 vessels at one time. 
And you may judge it this city at no 
great size baa such a number, how many 
m ust there be altogether, considering 
that on tho banka of this river there are 
more than 10 provinces and more than 
300 go ut cities, b. sides towns aud vil­ 
lage-. all possessing vessels. 
Mosser Marco Polo aforesaid tells us 
th at he heard from the officer employed 
to collect the great khan's duties on this 
river that there passed up stream 200,- 
000 vessels in the year, w ithout count­ 
ing those that passed down! Indeed, as 
it has a course of such great length and 
receives so many other navigable rivers, 
it is no wonder that the merchandise 
which is borne on it is of vast amount 
and value. 
And tho article iii largest 
quantity of all is salt, which is carried 
by this river and its branches to all the 
cities on their banks and thence to the 
other cities in th© interior. 
The vessels which ply on this river 
are decked. 
They have but one m ast 
but they arc of great burthen, for I can 
assure you they carry, reckoning by our 
weight, from 4,000 to 12,000 cantar* 
each- 
In going up stream they have to 
be hauled, for the currant is so strong 
that they could not wink, L< od in any 
other manner. Now the towline, which 
is some 300 pac«w in length, is mad* of 
nothing hut cane. 
’Tis in this way; 
They have those great cauf* of which I 
told you before that they are some 16 
paces iii length. 
These they take aud 
split from cud to cud into many slender 
strips, aud then they twist these strips 
together tm as to make a rope of any 
length they pleas©. 
Aud tho ropes sn 
mad© are stronger than if they were 
mad© of hemp.

On the east side of what is now Ewing street, between F i th and 
Sixth, then in the woods, Captain M, W. Shields erected in 18 >3 a 
two story frame building for th e p u rp oses o f sc h o o l ami ch u rch . 
I his building having been destroyed by fire a larger brick struc­ 
ture took its place in 1858. 
W ithin a few years the reheels outgrew 
their quarters and additional rooms were icntf d elsewhere, 
i he 
building also became unsafe and by the grading of streets wa* left 
standing upon a high bank and the m atter of a new building be­ 
gan to beagitated. 
The spacious grounds of the High School were 
leased from the Shields heirs and afterwards accep’ed from them 
as a gift for school purposes. 
After some delays the new six room 
building was ready for occupancy late in the fall of 1809. 
In the 
winter of 1875-6 1 he six room addition lo the Shields b alding v as 
completed and opened with dedicatory ceremonies. 
At intervals 
of five or six years the Laurel Street, Park, and Tbird VV ard f choel 
buildings were erected. 
Provision was early made for the colored 
children and their school of two departm ents on Lynn Street enjoys 
equal advantages with others. 
Originally the township trustee adm inistered the school affairs, 
being succeeded by I he school board when the village was incor­ 
porated. 
Among the earliest members of the board were Rev. S. 
H. Huffman, P. L. Carter, and Asa Carter. 
In 1*69 Mr. Huffman 
resigned, entered the council, and as chairm an of the committee on 
education got bonds in shape and sale effected for erecting tile old 
part of the Shields building. 
The names of P. L Carter, Joseph 
Kling, and J. W. F. Gerrish appear as trustees in 1870. 
Mr. Carter 
served continuously until 1880, then again from 90 to 96. 
Others 
who have served long and conspicuously are K M. Swope, A. P. 
Charles and J. H. Andrews. 
C. C. Frey of the present board is in 
his thirteenth year of continuous service. E. H. Ahlbrand, Charles 
Leininger, J. C. Hsgerty, and H. J. Siebenburgen served for shorter 
periods but with more or less distinction. 
As now constituted the 
board includes W. P. Masters, pTetid en i; J. W. Conner, secretary, 
and C. C. Frey, treasurer. 
Rev. C. T. W hite and a Miss Child taught for a tim e in the prim ­ 
itive frame structure, then joined their lives and fortunes and went 
away as foreign missionaries. 
Dr. D. W. Flora was another who 
taught in the original building. 
Others among the early teachers 
were Messrs. McCoy, Phillips, Overmeyer, and Parsley. 
ll was 
under J. C. Housekeeper, the first superintendent, th at the schools 
were consolidated and reduced to graded classification in the 
Shields High School. 
His adm inistration term inated in I "72, since 
which tim e the schools have been under J, 'A. Caldwell, W. S. 
Wood, and the present incum bent as superintendents.

The system culminates in a flourishing high school which is an 
incentive to the grades. 
In this departm ent also higher classes are 
a stimulus to the lower, awakening the student spirit.

lege,” and to a majority of its members it is college and university.
